1 . Power-Up

b) If you have a MINI-DISK, type

will appear. Press the |ENTER| key. 

3. Loading Cassettes 

Each cassette has a different lesson on each side. Find Lesson 1 
and rewind the tape, if necessary. 

a) Press "PLAY" on the recorder and set the volume to 5 or 6. 

b) Type [c] [E] [5] [K\ \5\ , and press the |ENTERJ key. 

c) Asterisks should flash in the top corner of the screen. 

d) When

appears, type [r][u][n] , and press |ENTER| 



e) At the conclusion of each part, you will be requested to 
either load the next lesson or the next part. To load the next 
part, repeat steps (b) through (d). To load the next lesson, 
select the correct tape and repeat the entire loading pro- 
cedure. 

4. Self -Paced instruction 

You control the rate at which material is presented by pressing 
the SPACE BAR whenever you are ready for the next sentence. 
The only exception occurs when the program is waiting for an 
answer to a questio n on the screen. In this case, type your 
answer, and press the |ENTER| key.
